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SUBJECT: JULY 27 ROUNDUP: PRESS ITEMS OF ARMS CONTROL 
INTEREST 

1 . GEORGE WILSON OF WASHINGTON POST REPORTED THAT NAVY 
HAS FAILED ON THREE OF FOUR ATTEMPTS TO FLIGHT TEST CRUISE 
MISSILE THAT COULD BE FIRED OUT OF SUBMARINES TO HIT 
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ENEMY SHIPS. LAST TWO FAILURES OCCURRED TUESDAY OFF 
CALIFORNIA'S SAN CLEMENTE ISLAND. DEFENSE SECRETARY HAROLD 
BROWN, WHO WAS WATCHING, SAID FAILURES TOLD HIM "WE NEED 
MORE TESTS FOR SUBMARINE-LAUNCHED CRUISE MISSILES, AND WE 
WILL HAVE MORE. THIS DOESN'T CHANGE MY VIEW AT ALL ABOUT 
CRUISE MISSILES, PARTICULARLY AIR-LAUNCHED CRUISE MISSILE." 

WILSON SAID PRESIDENT "IS BETTING HEAVILY ON CRUISE MISSILE 
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TO OFFSET SOVIET BUILDUP IN STRATEGIC NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

WITH BROWN'S SUPPORT.HE OPTED FOR CRUISE MISSILE OVER B 1 
BOMBER. ALSO, ADMINISTRATION HAS DECIDED TO OPEN UP SOME 
OF TESTS OF CRUISE MISSILES TO PUBLIC VIEW IN HOPES OF 
TAKING EDGE OFF CONTENTION THAT GOVERNMENT IS NOT DOING 
ENOUGH TO COMBAT SOVIET STRATEGIC BUILDUP. TUESDAY S 
FAILURES UNDERCUT ADMINISTRATION S PUBLIC RELATIONS EFFORT 
ON BEHALF OF CRUISE MISSILE. ALTHOUGH SUCH TECHNICAL 
DIFFICULTIES ACCOMPANY ALMOST EVERY NEW WEAPONS PROGRAM." 
WILSON SAID NAVY OFFICIALS WOULD SAY ONLY THAT CAUSES FOR 

FAILURES TUESDAY WERE BEING EXPLORED. BOTH TOMAHAWK 
MISSILES WERE RECOVERED FROM PACIFIC. BROWN SAID SUB- 
MARINE CRUISE MISSILE PROGRAM MAY BE DELAYED TO BUILD IN 
ADDITIONAL TESTING TIME. 

2. BALTIMORE SUN PUBLISHED ASSOCIATED PRESS DISPATCH 
REPORTING THAT ARMS CONTROL NEGOTIATOR PAUL WARNKE SAID 
SOVIETS HAVE NOT OBJECTED TO U.S. "MAP" MISSILE BASING 
STRATEGY. AP REPORTED THAT WARNKE SAID IT HAS BEEN 
UNDERSTOOD FOR YEAR THAT BOTH COUNTRIES COULD DEPLOY 
MOBILE MISSILES UNDER NEW SALT AGREEMENT THAT WOULD LAST 
UNTIL 1985. WARNKE, AP SAID, DENIED NEW YORK TIMES REPORT 
LAST SUNDAY THAT AN OBJECTION HAD BEEN RAISED BY SOVIET 
NEGOTIATOR VLADIMIR SEMYONOV. TIMES SAID SOVIET OFFICIAL 
OBJECTED TO U.S. STRATEGY IN PRIVATE MEETING WITH WARNKE 
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IN GENEVA. "THERE HAS BEEN NO SOVIET OBJECTION," AP SAID 
WARNKE STATED. "FOR AT LEAST YEAR IT HAS BEEN RECOGNIZED 
THAT BOTH SIDES COULD HAVE LAUNCHERS OF MOBILE MISSILES 
AFTER PROTOCOL PERIOD." AP SAID MOBILE MISSILE DEPLOY- 
MENT IS PROHIBITED IN THREE- YEAR PROTOCOL NOW BEING 
NEGOTIATED, BUT NOT IN LONGER-TERM TREATY THAT WOULD LIMIT 
OVER-ALL NUMBERS OF MISSILES AND BOMBERS. AP SAID UNDER 
MULTIPLE AIM POINT (MAP) SCHEME, HUNDREDS OF MISSILES 
COULD BE MOVED AMONG THOUSANDS OF EMPTY LAUNCHING SILOS IN 
RANDOM FASHION, COMPLICATING SOVIET EFFORT TO DESTROY 
U.S. LAND-BASED MISSILES IN FIRST STRIKE ATTACK. CHRISTOPHER 
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
